DEFEAT OF THE VOTE or CENSURE . 
Lord Hamilton’s Attack on Gladstone 
An Arrangement Between Russia 
and England Effected. 


Associated Press Dispatches | to The rene. 

Lonpon, May 11. . dispatch from Te- 
heran says the Ameer of Bokhara urges 
that the Shah of Persia release Agog’ 
Khan. 

CALcurra, May 11. —An official 
ment from Earl Dufferin, approving of 
Gladstone’s policy, would do much to rt 
assure the public here, but. the Vi 
remains silent. 

Lonpon, May 11.—Lord Granville is 
said to have signed an agreement on the 
scope of the proposed arbitration whi 
leaves the difficulty between England and 
Russia open for settlement without refert 
ence to an arbitrator. 

Sr. Pererssure, May 11 It is reported 
that Prince Lobanoff Rastowski, the Ru 
sian ambassador to Austria, is about t 
succeed M. De Giers as Foreign: Minister. 
Prince Lobanoff is known to hold strong 
anti-English views. 


Honse of Lords this afternoon, replying 
to an interrogatory put by the Murquis 
of Salisbury, Conservative leader, said 
the government were unable at present to 
make any statement about their inten- 
tions respecting the present state of af- 
fairs in regard to the Afghan boundary. 
Granville said the conference between 
himself and the Ear] of Kimberly, Secre- 


Minister to London, had resulted 
agreement perfectly satisfactory to 
England, Russia and Earl Dufferin. 

Lord Hartington, Secretary of War, | 
stated in the House of Commons this af- 
ternoon that the decision reached by the 
government in regard to the Soudan 
practically involved the abandonment of 
the advance on Khartoum. 

. “THE SOUDAN TO BE EVACUATED. 

Hartington, continuing, said the gov- 
ernment had resolved to make Wady 
Halfa the most advanced position as a 
permanent defense of Egypt. The British 
troops would be withdrawn as soon as the 
Nile rises. It is expected that the rising 
will occur about the end of May. The 
withdrawal of the troops involved the 
abandonment of the advance to Khar- 
toum. This statement was received 
with cheers from the government 
benches. Efforts will be made, said the 
War Secretary, to establish an adminis- 
tration in the province of Dongola, and 
to complete the Nile railway as a com- 
mercial enterprise. 

General Lord Wolseley, Lord Harting- 
ton said, had advised the government to 
retire to Assouan from the Soudan. Gen- 
eral Wolseley attached great importance 
to the sending of armed boats to Egypt to 
be used in patrolling the Nile. The gov- 
ernment have no intention, the speaker 
said, of evacuating Suakim until some 
arrangement can be effected for holding 
it against the hostile Arabs, either by 
England or some other civilized nation. 
At present Suakim could not be held 
without a fight. Osman Digna, El 


Mahdi’s Chief Lieutenant, for many 
months past has been besieging the place 
and has frequently declared himself de- 


termined upon driving the garrison into 
the Red Sea. Therefore the holding of 
Suakim was a military and not a political 
question. In regard to the projected 
railway frem Suakim to Berber, Lord 
Hartington said he was unable to statc 
what the definite intention of the gov- 
ernment was, but he thought he would 
soon be able to make a statement of their 
intention. 

Henry Chaplin (Conservative for Mid- 
lincolnshire) asked how much the govern- 
ment had spent on the Khartoum expe- 
dition, and if the zum was greater than 
the £22,500,000 mentioned in the £55,000,- 
000 as the sum requested for the Soudan 
account. 

Gladstone replied to this interrogatory, 
and said the government has already 
spent a great deal of money in the Soudan, 
but were unable to say at present whether 
any portion of the £22,500,000 would be 
saved. 

AN ARRANGEMENT EFFECTED, 

Gladstone announced he was about to 
present to the House some most impor- 

tant papers in regard to the foreign 
licy of England in her relation with 
Afghanistan. He stated that the ar- 
rangement which had been effected 
between Earl Granville, Foreign Sec- 
retary; Earl Kimberly, Secretary for 
India; Baron De Staal, Russian 
Minister to England, and M. Lessar, spe- 
cial Russian agent in London, in regard 
to the Afghan frontier arrangement, was 
satisfactory to Her Majesty's government 
and to Earl Dufferin, Viceroy of India. 
He hoved the arrangement would be: 
made subject to a convention with 

Russia. 

AN ATTACK ON THE GOVERNMENT. 

Gladstone moved for a second reading 
of the consolidated fund bill, the £55,000,- 
000 credit. He urged his motion in a 
speech, in which he declared he was un- 
able to understand the differences which 
existed on this subject between the oppo- 
sition and the government. He urged 
the house to avoid every unnecessary is- 
sue justnow. Nosooner had Mr. Glad- 
stone quit speaking than the Conserva- 
tives opened up on him and his govern- 
ment the bitterest attack within their 
power to make. This was led by Lora 
George Francis Hamilton. Lord Hamil- 
ton is being strongly pushed forward by 
the Tories as a leader in the Commons. 
He was Under Secretary for India from 
1874 to 1878, and spoke with some degree 
of authority. He secured occasion for 
making his attack by moving the con- 
sideration of the amendment, given notice 
of by Sir Stafford Northcote, present Con- 
servative leader in Commons, on Friday. 
This amendment is on the second reading 
of the consolidated fund bill for a — 
vote of censure against the government 
and concludes in the following words: 
„The House having shown their readiness 
to vote supplies, refuse their assent until 
informed of the present policy and pur- 
pose for which the money to be granted is 
to be applied.“ Lord Hamilton in mov- 
ing consideration of this amendment 
said: 

“The Right Honorable Marquis of 
Hartington, Secretary of State for war, 
has just made the most extraordinary 
statement which ever fell from a Minister 
in this House. After announcing their 
intention of taking Khartoum, the gov- 
ernment have announced to-night their 
intention of abandoning the Soudan, 
after having murdered from six thousand 
to ten thousand men; yet the government 
expects this House to acquiesce silently 
in their policy.

LOST AT SEA. 


The Steamer Helvetia Sinks 
in St. Lawrence Gulf. 


THE EFFORTS MADE ro SAVE. HER. 


A Long List of Disasters on the White 
Cross Line—The Helvetia’s Cargo 
Valued at $400,000.

HALTIrAx, May 11.— The White Cross 
Line Belgian steamer Helvevia, with a 
general cargo, which started from Ant- 

werp April 23d for Montreal, sunk off 
Scatterie, Cape Breton, Saturday.

She then tried to follow the German 
steamship Kehrwieder, but lost the latter 
in a fog. To make matters worse the sails 
that Captain Schoonhaven had stretched 
over the vessel’s bow were torn away in a 
second encounter with the ice. Still he 
fought against the fog and wind, and had 
good luck until he met the steamer 


Arcadian, by which time he bad 
stretched more canvas over the ex- 
tensive hole. The Arcadian took 


the Helvetia in tow and tried to 
make the Port of Hawkesburg. The 
Helvetia had then 16 feet of water. The 
cargo was thrown overbeard and the men 
worked hard to keep the vessel afloat.

A Murderer’s Attempt to Escape.

Mr. Wells continued: Nowif the. 
little folks will turn to Second Peter, 
third chapter, eighteenth verse, they 
will find the word grow.“ That is a 
very short text, but the whole verse 
reads, But grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.“ 

I fancy I hear two little whispers. A 
little girl says, How can he preach a 
sermon from so little a text as ‘grow?’ ”’ 
And a boy says, What's the use to talk 
about growing? We 1 grow anyhow; 
we've got to grow.“ We'll, the first 
little critic must remember that preach- 
ers can preach very long sermons from 
very little texts. The second little critic 
probably thinks it is like the boy who 
whistled in school, and when called to 
account said he didn’t whistle; 

So he thinks he will just 
grow itself. Well, so he will, as he has 
done already. You would not find fault 
with a little baby because he had no 
hair on his head, or couldn’t talk, or 
had no teeth, and was just a crying ma- 
chine.

—a woman.

Briswalter’s Wilt Less Likely, to be 
Contested. 

As noted in the Tres heretofore, 
there has been a general belief that the 
will of the late Andres Briswalter would 
be contested. There seems to be at 
present a policy of conciliation to the 
parties from whom trouble was expect- 
ed.

The agreement first mentioned is in the 
nature of a mortgage, for the mentioned 
sum, on the property received through 
the will by the parties of the first part,

SHERIDAN'S MDB. 


The General ‘ana Ris Wife ‘Diese 
Among the Grange Groves. 
Shortly before noon yesterday, Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Sheridan engaged a hack 
and went out for a drive. They visited 
the Southern Pacific depot and the sur- 
rounding neighborhood, and from there 
went to the place of O. H. Bliss on Ala- 
meda street, where they made quite a 
stay. They then proceeded to the Wolf- 
skill orchard. Which they thoroughly 


inspected, and from this point were 
driven to several other places of inter- 
est in the city. All went well until the 
party reached the corner of Seventh and 


at a passing road-cart, and started to 
run. The driver, George Buker, was 
unable to control them, and they rushed 
down the street at a madcap pace. Near 
the corner of Hili and Twelfth streets, 
the driver managed to draw in one of 
the horses which had the effect of run- 
ning the whole ontfit to the sidewalk 
justin the rear of the O. W. Childs 
place. Here a clump of trees was 
struck and the carriage cramped and 
finally upset. The General and Mrs.
